Two off-road vehicle (ORV) 
accidents were reported over the 
weekend by the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office. One occurred in 
Beaver Creek Township and one in 
Frederic Township, within about 15 
minutes of eachother, 

About 11:45 a.m. on Saturday, 
July 21, Sheriff’s personnel along 
with units from the Frederic 
Township Fire“EMS and Mobile 
Medical Response were dispatched 
to a trail south of County Road 612 
located in the northern part of the 
county. 

According to the Sheriff’s report, 
Vaughn Schultz of Marine City 
broke his back after being crushed 
beneath his 4x4 ORV. The accident 
happened when Schultz attempted 
to climb a hill on the Blue Bear 
Trail, struck a tree root and rolled 
backwards, landing the machine on 
top of him. Even with his back bro- 
ken, Schultz was able to climb back 
on, and ride to the main road.

Grayling businessman 
robbed of $150,000

A Beaver Creek Township man 
was arrested on felony larceny 
charges in Ohio on July 5, following 
a traffic accident. 

Michael P. Bergan, age 40, and 
his passenger, Dwayne J. Welch, of 
Port Richie, Florida, formerly of 
Frederic, were involved in a motor- 
cycle accident in Sylvania, Ohio, a 
suburb of Toledo. A warrant for 
Bergan’s arrest was discovered as 
police checked his license through a 
national network. Both men 
received injuries in the accident, but 
details were unavailable at press 
time. 

Michigan State Police Detective 
Tim Lenhard said the Houghton 
Lake Post received a complaint 
regarding the theft of $150,000 
from a Grayling - businessman on 
July 3, leading to the issuance of an 
arrest warrant the same day as the 


alleged suspect’s accident. 

Det. Lenhard said Bergan was 
released from an Ohio hospital on 
July 11, taken into custody, waived 
his right for extradition, and 
atrangements were made to bring 
him back to Michigan. 

Bergan was arraigned on felony 
larceny charges over $20,000 in 
Crawford County’s 83rd District 
Court on July 17 before the 
Honorable John Hunter. Bergan is 
scheduled to appear for a pre-trial 
hearing on July 27 and preliminary 
examination on July 31. If found 
guilty, he faces a possible 10-year 
prison sentence and/or a $15,000 
fine (or three times the value of the 
property stolen). 

According to Det. Lenhard, no 
charges are expected to be brought 
against Welch for the larceny.

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners adopted a new con- 


‘tract with the Animal Shelter of 


Crawford County, Inc. at the 
board's July 18 regular. meeting. 

“The County agrees to pay the 
Shelter $85 per animal delivered to 
the Shelter by the Crawford County 
Animal Control Officer with a min- 
imum monthly charge of $1,000,” 
the contract states. In the month of 
June, Animal Control Officer Laura 
Ross dropped off 10 dogs and two 
cats at the shelter. 

On the advice of Assistant 
Prosecutor David Sabin, the com- 
missioners agreed unanimously to 
the new contract arrangements, but 
the contract will run on a month-to- 
month basis until the lawsuit 
between the shelter board and for- 
mer volunteer director, Dixie 
Lobsinger, is settled. 

The most recent contract had the 
County paying $1,000 per month to 
the shelter, regardless of the 
amount of animals brought in by 
animal control. Through the month 
of June, a total of 60 dogs and 14 
cats have been taken to the shelter 
through county operations this cal- 
endar year.

GRAYLING-— Long considered 
one of the finest rivers in the 
Midwest, the AuSable is a source of 
pride and sustenance for northern 
Michigan— and local organizations 
and residents are working to ensure 
that it will fulfill that role long into 
the future. 

Working together as the AuSable 
River Restoration Committee, pro- 
ject partners are made up of repre- 
sentatives from local, state, and fed- 
eral government units, along with 
recreation enthusiasts, area busi- 
nesses, private landowners, and 
local non-profit organizations. 

To further the goal of river protec- 
tion, the committe has recently 


developed for .a ‘Watershed 
Management Plan” for the upper 
AuSable River and its tributaries. A 
watershed comprises of all of the 
land that drains to a common point, 
such as the 1100 square-mile region 
surrounding the upper AuSable 
River. Watershed planning is a 
process that helps local units of gov- 
emment, organizations, and _resi- 
dents to better understand threats to 
water quality and analyze solutions 
that can stop pollutant sources 
which would otherwise degrade the 
river. Rather than focus solely on 
the river, watershed planning takes 
into consideration the entire land 
area impacting the river’ 

“The watershed management plan 
is a culmination of the past 12 years 
of work by the AuSable River 
Restoration Committe and sets the 
stage for implementing future pro- 
jects to protect the biological 
integrity of the river,” Restoration

Grayling for treatment. Alcohol 
was not a factor in the accident and 
no tickets were issued. 

In the second incident, occurring 
about 12 noon the same day, 
Gabriel James Lajko of Livonia lost 
his life when he lost control of his 
ORV and struck some trees. 

Lajko, age 32, was riding a trail 
off Billman Road in Beaver Creek 
Township when a rear wheel 


clipped a tree, sending his machine 
airborne for about 25 feet, then 
crashing into some trees. Personnel 
from the Sheriff’s Office, Beaver 
Creek Township Fire Department 
and MMR responded. - 

Upon arriving at the scene, Lajko 
was found by medical personnel to 
be seriously injured. 

North Flight EMS was called for 
an airlift to Mercy Hospital in 
Grayling, where Lajko died a short 


time later. 

Similar to his advice to snowmo- 
bilers, during the warmer months 
Sheriff Dave Lovely urges ORV 
operators to watch their speed on 
local trails, especially when unfa- 
miliar with the terrain; wear a hel- 
met; don’t ride alone; pay attention 
to stop signs and other trail signs; 
and, most of all, don’t drink and 
drive on the trails.

Road Commission Board approves project plans 


Old Lake Road work expected to start this fall 


P In addition to 
road resurfacing, 
paved-shoulder bike 


trail will be put in

A road improvement project on 
Old Lake Road in Grayling 
Township is expected to move: into 
the construction phase this fall. 

The project will involve resurfac- 
ing Old Lake Road and adding 
paved shoulders for bicycle traffic 
on both sides of the road. Money for 
the bike trail portion of the project 
came from a Michigan Department 


of Transportation enhancement 
grant secured two years ago for a 
paved trail from Hanson Hills to 
Grayling High School. 

Part of the path, from Grayling 
High School to M-72 West, was 
completed this summer. Existing 
trail links the new GHS to M-72 
trail to Old Lake Road, and the Old 
Lake Road project will complete the 
GHS to Hanson Hills pathway. 

The Road Commission and 
Grayling Township had hoped to 
complete the Old Lake Road job last 
year, but enhancement grant money 
was held up at the state level, 
stalling the project. 

Last Thursday, 


the Road 


Commission Board approved plans. 


for the project as presented by 
Northwest Design Group, the Road 
Commission’s engineering firm. 
The plans must now go to the state 
for a 90-day review, and October is 
the earliest possible time ‘for con- 
struction to begin. 

The project will improve Old 
Lake -Road using two different 
methods. The portion of the road in 
the Karen Woods area will be resur- 
faced, and the part from Karen 
Woods to M-93, referred to as “the 
worst section,” will be crushed and 
shaped and completely rebuilt. 

Four-foot paved shoulders on 
both sides of the road will be 
installed for bike traffic, and curb 
and gutter work at three intersec- 


tions will also be completed. 

Once finished, “We’ il have a nice, 
clean road through there,” said Road 
Commission Managing Director 
Don Babcock. 

Road Commission crews will be 
doing all the work, with the excep- 
tion of the paving. Paving will be 

‘contracted out. 

The cost estimate for project is 
about $330,000. The project is 
being paid for in part by the MDOT 
enhancement grant, Grayling 
Township’s Road Commission allo- 
cation funds, a special assessment of 
residents in the Old Lake Road area, 
and a donation by the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of Commerce's 
Transportation Committee. 


Easement granted for new industrial park road 


> Timber is being 
removed from the 
site, construction to 


start in August

The Crawford County Road 
Commission is working on a project 
to build part of a roadway into a 
new industrial park development 
north of Four Mile Road. 


The planned industrial area 
involves state land that can be pur- 
chased from the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) through 
the Industrial | Development 
Committee (IDC) of the Grayling 
Chamber of Commerce. The IDC 
spearheaded the initiative, and 
working with other local organiza- 
tions and governments, secured a 
sizeable grant for part of the project. 

The Road Commission recently 


received word that the DNR granted - 


an easement for construction of the 


road into the new industrial park 
area. The new road would provide 
access into the development and 
open the way for companies to build 
in the area. 

The Road Commission is current- 
ly having the timber removed and 
hauled away from the site. After the 
timber is taken out, Road 
Commission crews will remove the 
stumps and start construction. 

The DNR easement allows for 
construction of one mile of road, but 
there is currently only money for 


about a half-mile of paved roadway. 
The Road Commission has 
$200,000 to work with, and plans to 
‘“do as much as we can,” Road 
Commission Managing Director 
Don Babcock said. 

The $200,000 is available through 

a grant by the Dow Foundation. 
Half of the money is matching funds 
provided by the Road Commission 
($50,000) and Grayling Township 

($50,000). 
Construction of the new industrial 
park road will begin in August.

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MAKING LAWS around the country is 
not always about ways to save the world or 
balance the budget. It’s not always meat and 
potatoes. 

Take. for example, the effort by U.S. Rep. 
Jim Kolbe of Arizona to devalue the penny 
to zero. 

“Pennies have absolutely no value,” Mr. 
Kolbe claims. He thinks they should be 
eliminated. 

Under a law he has proposed, retailers 
would round cash purchases up or down to 
the nearest nickel. 

Exact amounts would still be used when 
paying by check or credit cards, because no 
actual pennies would be involved. 

Mr. Kolbe claims “it would all come out 
even in the end.” 

But a special interest non-profit group 
called Americans for Common Cents is ded- 
icated to preserve the penny. 

“Pennies are part of our culture and our 
economy and there is no compelling reason 
to eliminate them,” argues Mark Weller, the

MAKING PENNIES is a big business. 
According to an Arizona Republic news 
story about the Kolbe bill, the U.S. Mint 
made 14.3 billion pennies in 2000, each 
costing about four-fifths of a cent, which 
means net profit of about $26 million on that 
output, according to the Mint. 

Seven of ten coins produced by the U.S. 
Mint are pennies. 

There’s no question the penny has deteri- 
orating value. Many people won’t even 
bother to pick up a penny if they spot one on 
the ground. I’m old fashioned enough to be 
one of the few that do. 

Anyone who has wrestled with a pocket 
of purse full of small change probably feels 
some sympathy for Mr. Kolbe’s proposal, 


but as a traditionalist I hope it won’t win. 
Earlier attempts to eliminate the penny 
have failed. This one should, too.

ANOTHER EXAMPLE of more mun- 
dane legislative efforts is underway in the 
North Dakota state legislature. 

The Greater North Dakota Association is 


backing a proposal to change the name of 


the state to Dakota. 

It’s all a matter of image, according to an 
Associated Press report. 

“People have such an instant thing about 
how North Dakota is cold and snowy and 
flat,” said former Gov. Ed Schafer. ““We’re 
not going to change that overnight,” but he 
thinks a name change would help. 

The AP. report quotes a Bismark travel 
agency owner’s view that the proposal is “a 
serious economic development initiative, 
which could have far-ranging benefits to our 
state’s future.” 

Separating North from Dakota was reject-

ed by legislature in 1989- 100 years after 
the Dakota’s became two states.

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Religious Freedom — 


The United States of America is 
unique in history for a Constitutional 
stand upon freedom of religion for all 
citizens. It was our Judeo-Christian 
roots that gave us a Biblical basis for 
such a unique position. Our Lord Jesus 
Christ taught us that all human beings 
around the world should have religious 
freedom. He commanded His disciples 
in Mark 16:15 to “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” By giving us a moral obliga- 
tion to reach every human being in 
every nation Christ has given us a 
moral reason to promote international 
freedom of religious choice. Freedom 
of religion is a personal God-given 
right, not to be infringed by the will of 
any family, church, or state. 

Amir Shan, Associated Press writer, 
wrote an article entitled, “Hindus to Be 
Required to Wear Label.” In Islamic 
Afghanistan it is the law that Hindu 
women wear a label identifying they as 
Hindus. his also mandatory for Hindu 
women to veil themselves - just like 
Muslim women of Afghanistan. The 
same government destroyed two 
ancient statues of Buddha in central 
Bamiyan, calling it their religious duty. 
This reminds us of the Nazi order that 
all Jews in Germany wear yellow labels 
identifying them before the Jewish 
holocaust. The Islamic Afghanistan 


government also gives protection to 
Saudi billionaire Osama bin Laden, 
wanted by Washington for allegedly 
running a global terrorist network for 
Islam. Because America is known as a 
Christian nation, they call us the great 
Satan. 

In a recent address to the American 
Jewish Committee, President Bush 
sharply criticized China's persecution 
of religious groups, calling it a sign of 
government weakness. He cited the 
destruction of churches and mosques 
and widespread arrests. Hundreds of 
members of “illegal” Christian church- 
es are said to have died in police cus- 
tody from beatings or torture. Others 
have emerged disabled for life. “China 
aspires to national strength and great- 
ness,” Bush said, “but these acts of per- 
secution are acts of fear and therefore 
of weakness.” They are harsh and 
unjust and demonstrate an “‘unreason- 
able and unworthy suspicion of free- 
dom of conscience,” he added. 

Christians are only tolerated in China 
as long as they worship in churches that 
are Officially registered and led by min- 
isters approved by the Communist 
Party. Ties to foreign churches or 
church leaders are forbidden. Catholics, 
for example, can’t accept the authority 
of the pope. Evangelicals may not trav- 
el about . the pou preaching the 
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“This is yammy”, Cara muses, “but I'm still hungry. How about 
some of that stuff like my big brother eats. I'm getting to be a big girl, 
you know! You must think I’m still a baby!”

Tressa H. Fenton. a life long res- 
ident of the Grayling area died July 
18, 2001 at Mercy Manor in 
Grayling. Mrs. Fenton was born 
September 3, 1911 to Hazel and 
Albert Vallad in Wolverine.

She was weil- 
known for her beautiful singing 
voice which she generously shared 
at churches, weddings, funerals 
and community and club events.

Auxiliary and R.S.V.P. Tressa 
helped organize the AuSable Valley 
Sunday School which has become 
the Community of Christ. 

She was preceded in death by her 
parents, six siblings and husbands 
Norval Stephan and Elmer Fenton.

New store owners pay tribute to old Lovells’ name

The former Country North 
Branch Store in Lovells has been 
purchased by Wylie and Shirley 
Gaff of New Baltimore.

River House Shelter moves closer to goal 


The Northern Michigan 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council recently donated $500 to 
the River House Shelter. The 
funds will be used toward the con- 
struction of a new shelter to serve 
victims of domestic violence and 
sexual assault in Crawford, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda and 
Roscommon Counties. 

This gift is especially important 
because it allows River House 
Shelter to come close to its goal of 
$400,000 in funds raised in order 
to qualify for a matching grant of 
$200,000. The estimated cost of the 
new shelter is $600,000. 

River House Shelter, a depart- 
ment of Mercy Hospital, has served 
victims of domestic violence and 
sexual assault in the four-county 
area for 14 years. It provides emer- 
gency shelter, a 24-hour crisis line, 
individual counseling, support 
groups, court and legal advocacy, 
community resource _ referrals, 
youth prevention and community 
education, as well as batterer’s 


intervention group. 

As population has grown and the 
range of services offered has 
expanded, the need for more space 
for the shelter has become acute. 
While rented facilities in several 
locations throughout the county 
have relieved the shortage of coun- 
seling and office space, the current 
building does not meet the new 
standards for accessibility by those 
in wheelchairs, and offers cramped 
living quarters to those who use the 


emergency shelter. In addition, the 
* new facility will increase privacy 
and confidentiality and enable the 
staff to expand services in the area 
to those who turn to River House 
for assistance. 
River House Shelter depends © 
upon help from many sources to 
support its programs and facilities. 
In this case, the donor, Northern 
Michigan Building and 
Construction Trades Council, is an 
organization of contractors, suppli- 
ers, tradesmen and women who are 
affiliated with local, statewide and 
national chapters of the AFL-CIO. 
In addition to supporting union 
members in negotiating fair wages 
and working conditions, it con- 
tributes to its communities through 
charitable donations to non-profit 
organizations, such as River House, 
which provide services to the pub- 
lic.

Q. Is lichen fungi or algae? What i is 


- Lit good for? 


A. Lichens include a fascinating 
variety of colorful organisms that can 
be found in forests, open fields or even 
your own backyard. They grow on just 
about everything from rocks and trees 
to roofs and buildings. 

Lichen provides ground cover, which 
helps prevent soil erosion and provides 
food for a variety of wildlife. Because 
of its sensitivity to air ‘Pollutants and 
acid rain, lichen is often studied to 
monitor air quality. : 
These interesting organisms consist of 
two unrelated species, photosynthetic 
organisms (algae) and fungi that live 
together forming a symbiotic associa- 
tion, meaning they have a close depen- 
dence on each other. The algae, 
through photosynthesis, produce food 
for both, while the fungi provide shel- 
ter from the elements for the algae. 

This cooperative living arrangement 
allows them to live under the harshest 
weather conditions. As long as the air 
is clean, lichen can be found in arid 
deserts, humid environments and 
extremely cold climates.

At the sound of the starter's pistol at 9:00 P.M. 
Saturday night, July 28, more than 60 two-person teams 


will run with their canoes several blocks through the. 


streets of Grayling to the AuSable River in front of 
Ray's Canoeing, beginning North America's toughest, 
richest non-stop canoe race. Excitement is at a fevered 
pitch among the participants and fans alike during the 
frenzied start of the race, which has been described as 
the most intense two minutes in competitive sports. A 
total of 50,000 fans or more will cheer on the gritty 
Marathon canoe racing competitors at various’ points 
throughout the race. The heartiest fans drive the full 
length of the AuSable River course from Grayling to 
Oscoda, moving from one viewing location to the next 
at public landings, bridges and hydroelectric dam 
portages to cheer on their favorite teams. 

Staged since 1947, the AuSable Marathon was an 
ultra-endurance event long before ultra-endurance 
became "coo]." The two-person teams must portage six 
hydroelectric dams plus battle the darkness, the river's 

_natural obstructions, the weather and the sheer exhaus- 
tion brought on by paddling their lightweight hi-tech 
kevlar or carbon-fiber canoes at a torrid pace-of 55 to 80 
strokes per minute non-stop throughout the 14 to 19 
hour race. They receive no assistance except food, drink 
and, perhaps, a dry shirt passed to them by their "feed- 
ers" or "bankrunners" at points along the course. 

“Weyerhaeuser AuSable River Canoe Marathon fans 
are treated to the highest level of marathon canoe racing 
competition in North America," according to Crystal 
Filley, Chairperson of the all-volunteer non-profit orga- 
nizing committee that stages the race. Few would dis- 
pute her assessment; it is extremely tough to break into 
the Marathon's top 10. The already daunting task is 
even tougher for teams from outside the AuSable River 
region who must paddle the unfamiliar twisting upper 
course through the night. 

This year the teams will also likely be battling rela- 
tively low water levels. Conditions have been dry 
throughout the Northern Michigan during the past sev- 
eral weeks and, though the AuSable is one of the most 
stable rivers in North America, stream levels have been 
dropping steadily. -The high- tech carbon-fiber canoes 
used in marathon canoe racing can be damaged by run- 
ning over rocks or logs in the narrow, twisting, upper

There seems to be little chance that the Marathon's 
all-time record of 13:58:08 (13 hours, 58 minutes, 8 sec- 
onds) is in jeopardy of being broken this year. Quebec's 
Serge Corbin, 44, a 14-time AuSable winner, set the 
mark with Saskatchewan's Solomon Carriere in 1994. 
Corbin is teamed with a local favorite, Jeff Kolka, 42, of 
Grayling, Michigan, as the pair attempts an unprece- 
dented sixth consecutive victory on the tough AuSable 
course. Kolka & Corbin respect their opponents’ 
strengths, but remain quietly confident. "My partner has 
been the best marathon canoe racer in North America 
for more than 20 years." commented Kolka. "I know 
that we will be prepared for the challenge....and this is 
my home turf. We are pleased with our accomplish- 
ments over the past five years at this race and don't want 
to give up that winning feeling," he continued. 

Not only have the powerful Kolka-Corbin duo been 
on a roll at the Weyerhaeuser AuSable Marathon, last 
year they also won New York's General Clinton Canoe 
Regatta and Quebec's La Classique de Canots en-route 
to a three-victory sweep of the Triple Crown of Canoe 
Racing. The pair picked up this year right where they 
left off in 2000, taking a 35 second victory [7 hours, 48 
minutes, 31 seconds] at the New York race Memorial 
Day weekend over Al Rudquist, of Grand Rapids, 
Minnesota, and his partner Tim Triebold. of Spring 
Harbor, Michigan. 

Quebec's Corbin has won or shared [with partners] the 
Triple Crown of Canoe Racing championship every year 
since its inception 1992. He has clearly been the pre- 
eminent marathon canoe racer in North America for 
more than 20 years. His record is astounding, rising 
above the level achieved by dominant athletes in other 
sports. During his 23 years in marathon canoe racing, 
with a variety of partners, Serge Corbin has won 90% of 
the major canoe races he has entered! 

That is not to say that the other AuSable Marathon 
competitors are conceding victory to Kolka & Corbin. 
There is an extremely competitive field entered and 
there will be a pitched battle for the top five positions. 
Seasoned race observers are having a tough time mak- 
ing picks for the top ten finishers.
